The  polls  were  opened  at  1  00  P.M.  by  Moderator  Ernest  Peter 
at  the  Gilsum  Church  Vestry  to  bring  before  the  registered  voters 
of  the  Town  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  the 
question  of  amendments  to  our  town's  zoning  ordinance. 

There  are  467  registered  voters  of  which  109  cast  a  ballot 
on  this  day. 

The.  polls  closed  at.  6:00  P  M  and  the  ballots  were  counted 
by  Ernest  Peter,  Christian  Salisbury  and  William  Hasbrouck  with 
Susan  King  assisting.

The  result  of  the  amendment  to  the  zoning  ordinance  is  51  in 
favor  of  the  amendments  and  43  opposed. 

Amend  Article  II,  A  5.d.2.  to  read:   "No .more  than  three 
employees,  including  resident  family  members,  may  be  employed  on 
the  premises." 

Amend  Article  II,  B.5.d.2.  to  read:   "No  more  than  three 
employees,  including  resident  family  members   may  be  employed  on 
the  premises  " 


Add  to  Article  II,  B.5.  a  new  "c" 
renumber  d,  e,  and  f  accordingly. 


"Retail  sales"  and 


Add  to  Article  II,  B.  a  now  section  6.  as  follows,  and 
renumber  the  existing  number  6:   "Light  Industrial  Uses  Permitted 
by  Special  Exception,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  provide  an  area  j 
where  various  light  industrial  and  incidental  commercial  activi- 
ties can  be  conducted  or  developed  without  creating  undesirable 
or  incompatible  situations  and/or  conflicts  with  adjacent  land 
uses  and  zoning  districts  and  without  causing  increased  traffic 
congestion  and/or  traffic  circulation  problems  and  conflicts. 


a  Wholesale  warehouse,  and  storage  facilities 

b.  Printing  and  publishing  establishments 

c.  Research  and  testing  laboratories 

d.  Communication  towers 

e.  Other  similar  uses 

f.  Criteria  for  light  industrial  uses 

(1)  Front  setback  shall  be  50  feet  from  the  edge  of 
public  right-of-way. 

(2)  Rear  and  side  setbacks  shall  be  35  feet. 

(3)  A  20-foot  vegetative  buffer  shall  be  maintained  at 
the  rear  and  side  property  lines. 

(4)  Height  of  communication  towers  shall  not  exceed 
the  surrounding  vegetation  by  more  than  a  factor 
of  two  (2) . 

Add  to  Definitions: 

LIGHT  INDUSTRY:   Establishments  engaged  in  the  manufactur- 
ing, assembly,  compounding,  processing/packaging, 
treatment  or  distribution  of  products  including  primary 
product  production  from  raw  materials  but  excluding 
such  establishments  which  produce  or  emit  dust,  refuse 
matter,  toxic  or  noxious  gases,  odors  or  fumes,'  exces- 
sive noise,  vibration  or  electrical  interference,  or 
similar  substances  or  conditions  onto  adjacent  or  other 
properties. 

The  annual  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:35  P.M. 
by  Ernest  Peter,  Moderator,  in  the  Town  Hall  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

After  a  moment  of  silent  prayer,  Mr.  Hastings  led  us  in  the 
Pledge  to  the  Flag. 

The  election  results  were  read  and  those  present  were  sworn 
in:   Joan  Miller,  Doreen  Ballou,  Susan  King,  Thomas  Sintros, 
Carol  Ballou,  and  Judith  Peter. 

ARTICLE  1.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  respectfully  request  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  propose  an  amendment  of  the  United 
States  Constitution,  for  ratification  by  the  states,  specifying 
that  Congress  and  the  states  shall  have  the  power  to  prohibit  the 
physical  desecration  of  the  Flag  of  the  United  States.   (By 
Petition)  ' 

Article  1  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Christian  Salisbury  and  seconded  by  Carroll  King.   Comments 
by  Valerie  Piedmont  -  to  trust  the  Supreme  Courts  ruling; 
Stephen  Newhouse  -  Do  we  protect  the  symbol,  or  the  action 
that  it  represents.   Article  1  was  voted  upon  by  a  count  of 
hands  and  was  denied  by  a  count  of  24  in  favor,  34  opposed. 


ARTICLE  2.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  observation  of 
Memorial  Day. 

Article  2  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Mr.  Hughes  and  seconded 
by  Francgon  Jones    Article  2  was  voted  upon  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Truck  Capital 
Reserve  Fund.  - 

Article  3  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Lois  Hastings  and  seconded  by  Paul  Fleishman.   Discussion: 
James  Young  -  We  should  think  about  reserving  more  money  for 
the  Fire  Truck.   William  Hasbrouck  -  About  $31,000  now  in 
•  Reserve  Fund .   Purchase  may  need  to  happen  within  the  next 
few  years.   Article  3  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and 
passed  approved. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trus- 
tees of  Trust  Funds  to  open  new  funds  that  may  arise  during  the 
year. 

Article  4  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
James  Young  and  seconded  by  Edith  Hasbrouck.   Article  4  was 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Valerie  Piedmont,  seconded  by  William  Whyte.  There  was  no 
discussion  and  Article  5  was  approved  by  a  show  of  hands. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  issue  permits,  without  charge,  for  the  supervised  activi- 
ties held  on  the  Town  Parade  Grounds  or  the  Baseball  Field,  said 
permits  to  include  the  erection  of  temporary  structures. 

Article  6  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Rebecca  Benge  and  seconded  by  Michael  Klein.   Article  6  was 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  ad  approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Gilsum  Library  to  accept  any  gift's  or  grants  from 
persons,  estates,  or  governmental  sources  that  may  become  avail- 
able during  the  year;  pursuant  to  RSA  202-1:3. 

Article  7  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Michelle  Jones  and  seconded  by  Stephen  Newhouse.   Article  7 
was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 


ARTICLE  8.   To  soe  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collec- 
tor's deed.   Such  conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  publi' 
auction,  or  the  property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids, 
or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  require  pursuant 
to  RSA  80:80. 

Article  8  was  road  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
James  Chapman  and  seconded  by  Judith  Peter.  Article  8  was 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously.- 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  any  pieces  of  non-real  estate  property,  either  by 
auction  or  private  sale,  said  property  to  be  advertised  for  sale 
for  three  week3  prior  to  sale. 

Article  9  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Mildred  McHoul  and  seconded  by  Joan  Miller.  Article  9  was 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 

of  Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  gifts,  legacies  and 

devices  made  to  the  town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose,  as 

permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 

Article  10  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Mr.  Hughes  and  seconded  by  Mr.  King.   No  discussion  trans- 
pired and  Article  10  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and 
approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further 
action  by  town  meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  othe 
governmental  unit  or  private  source,  which  becomes  available 
during  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article  11  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 

Lee  Klein  and  seconded  by  Catherine  Skove.   No  discussion. 

Article  11  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved 
unanimously . 

ARTICLE  12.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reduce  the  total 
number  of  street  lights  currently  provided  at  town  expense  to 
include  lighting  at  only  such  locations  beneficial  to  the  town, 
such  as  road  intersections  and  town  buildings,  thereby  excluding 
lighting  paid  by  the  town  for  private  uses  such  as  residential 
and/or  commercial  driveways  and/or  buildings. 

Article  12  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  to  the  floor 
by  Chris  Chetney  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Duston.   Much  discus- 
sion ensued.   The  Selectmen  expressed  that  they  were  lookin 
for  guidance  as  to  where  the  town  wants  or  does  not  want 
lights.   People  should  individually  express  their  desires  t< 
the  Selectmen.   There  are  many  concerned  for  safety  as  well 


as  the  different  type  of  lights  that  is  proposed.   Carroll 
King  proposed  an  amendment  to  Article  12  which  would  add: 
but  not  delete  the  light  behind  the  store.   The  proposed 
amendment  was  seconded  by  Robert  Mitchell.   The  amendment 
was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved.   There  was 
concern  and  conversation  addressing  the  type  of  light  that 
Public  Service  has  recommended.   There  would  be  a  great 
operational  cost  savings  to  the  town  but  objection  to  the 
orange  light  cast.   James  Young  moved  a  vote  on  Article  12 
and  Mr.  Hughes  seconded  it.   Article  12  was  voted  on,  as 
amended,  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  13.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  implement  a  street  numbering  system  for  the  Town. 

Article  12  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Edith  Hasbrouck  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Hughes.   Christian 
Salisbury  explained  that  it  would  help  in  locating  a  resi- 
dent for  rescue,  etc.   The  street  names  would  be  taken  from 
the  tax  maps.   Mr.  Hughes  moved  to  vote  on  Article  13  and  it 
was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Jones.   Article  13  was  voted  on  by  a 
show  of  hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of 
a  Community  Center  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

Article  14  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
David  Rowe  and  seconded  by  Jan  Fiderio.   Joan  Miller  ex- 
plained that  this  facility  would  serve  as  a  Town  Hall, 
recreation  area,  meeting  space,  etc.  not  located  where  the 
existing  Town  Hall  now  is.   Reference  was  made  to  the  Report 
from  the  Town  Hall  Committee  appointed  last  year.   Article 
14  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  15.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  commit- 
tee to  investigate  final  options  for  the  existing  Town  Hall. 
Said  committee  to  report  findings  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
prior  to  next  Town  Meeting, 

Article  15  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Michelle  Jones  and  seconded  by  Christian  Salisbury.   Stephen 
Newhouse  proposed  that  we  add  -  and  to  design  a  new  Commun- 
ity Center.   No  action  being  taken,  just  investigation. 
Article  15  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  16.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Five  dollars  ($805.00)  for  the 
payment  of  legal  fees  incurred  by  Eric  Staab  in  the  line  of  duty 
as  Police  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Gilsum.   (By  Petition) 

Article  16  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  by  Christian 
Salisbury  and  seconded  by  Joan  Miller.   An  explanation  was 
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given  by  Christian  Salisbury  as  Selectman.   One  point  of 
note  was  that  this  bill  was  rejected  by  our  Town  insurance 
company.   Article  16  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and 
approved . 

ARTICLE  17.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sura  of  Eight  Thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00)  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  police  cruiser. 

Article  17  was  road  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Ethel  Molesky  and  seconded  by  Alfred  Morse  Sr.   It  was  noted 
that  our  police  officers  are  now  Alfred  Morse  Jr.  and  Dwane 
Ballou.   Officer  Morse  gave  a  rather  lengthy  and  pathetic 
description  of  the  cruiser  that  is  now  available  to  the 
police  force.   There  was  discussion  about  the  possible  need 
of  four-wheel  drive  and  also  the  form  of  purchase  -  leased, 
new  vs  used  was  discussed.   Article  17  was  voted  on  by  a 
show  of  hands  and  was  approved  as  written. 

ARTICLE  18.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  Ordinances 
relating  to  alcoholic  beverages,  as  follows: 

I.    ORDINANCES  RELATING  TO  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES: 

A.  OPEN  CONTAINER  POSSESSION  - 

1.  OPEN  CONTAINER:   No  person  shall  have  in  his/her 
possession  any  glass,  can  or  open  container,  containing 
any  alcoholic  beverage  while  on  any  way  as  defined  by 
RSA  259:125. 

2.  OPEN  CONTAINER  IN  A  MOTOR  VEHICLE:   No  person 
shall  have  in  his/her  possession  an  open  container,  can 
or  glass  containing  an  alcoholic  beverage  within  or  on 
a  motor  vehicle,  to  include  motorcycles,  while  parked 
or  standing  on  any  way  as  defined  by  RSA  259:125. 

3.  PENALTIES:  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision 
of  Gilsum  Town  Ordinance  Section  I. A:  1  or  2,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  and  further  shall  be 
subject  to  the  immediate  confiscation  of  all  pertinent 
contraband . 

B.  CONSUMPTION  OF  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES 

1.  SCHOOL  PROPERTY:   No  person  or  groups  of  persons 
shall  consume,  sell,  or  offer  for  consumption,  any 
alcoholic  beverage  while  on  property  owned,  leased  or 

\   rented  by  the  Gilsum  School  District. 

2.  TOWN  PROPERTY:   No  person  shall,  either  singularly 
or  as  part  of  a  group,  consume,  sell,  or  offer  for 
consumption,  any  alcoholic  beverage  while  on  property 
owned,  leased  or  rented  by  the  Town  of  Gilsum. 
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3.  EXCEPTIONS:   A  permit  to  consume  alcoholic  bever- 
ages on  property  owned  by  the  Town  of  Gil  sum  [or  the 

*  Gilsun  School  District]  by  any  publicly  recognized 
organization  or  group  or  any  family  group,  to  exempt 
them  from  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.   This 
permit  shall  be  for  a  length  of  time  not  to  exceed 
twelve  continuous  hours.   [No  permit  shall  be  granted 
for  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  inside  the 
Gilsum  School  Building.] 

4.  PENALTIES:   Any  person  or  group,  that  violates  the 
provisions  of  Gilsum  Town  Ordinances  Section  I.B:  1  or 
2  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  and  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  and  further 
shall  be  subject  to  the  immediate  confiscation  of  any 
and  all  pertinent  contraband  or  evidence.  . 

5.  DEFINITIONS:   For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance, 
the  following  words,  terms,  and  phrases  shall  have  the 
meaning  given  herein.   The  word  "shall"  is  to  be  con- 
strued as  mandatory  and  not  merely  directory. 

a.  School  Property  -  to  include  the  Gilsum 

*  School  building  and  the  area  surrounding  same. 
This  shall  include  the  area  in  front  of  the  school 
bordered  by  Route  #10. 

b.  Town  Property  -  To  include  any  and  all  build- 
ings owned  by  the  Town  of  Gilsum  whether  posted  or 
not.   This  shall  include,  but  is  not  limited  to, 
Town  Hall,  Town  Library,  Town  Offices. 

*  James  Young  proposed  to  amend  the  Article  by  deleting 
I.B. 3  in  the  first  sentence  "or  the  Gilsum  School 
District"  and  to  delete  the  last  sentence  "No  permit 
shall  be  granted  for  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages 
inside  the  Gilsum  School  Building."   Also  to  delete 
I.B. 5. a.  entirely,  all  wording  and  amendments  subject 
to  legal  scrutiny  and  recommendations. 

The  amendment  was  seconded ,  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  approved. 

Article  19.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  Ordinances 
relating  to  parking  in  the  Town  of  Gilsum,  as  follows: 

II.   ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  PARKING  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  GILSUM 

*     A.    PARKING  REQUIREMENT:   VJhen  parking  a  vehicle  on  the 

side  of  any  way  in  the  village  of  Gilsum,  the  operator  must 
park  his  or  her  vehicle  completely  off  the  travel  portion  of 
the  road.   In  the  event  that  the  way  in  question  is  paved, 
this  shall  mean  the  entire  paved  area  of  the  way. 
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*  B.    OBEDIENCE  TO  SIGNS:   The  operator  of  any  vehicle  wish- 
ing to  park  in  the  side  of  any  way  in  the  Town  of  Gil  sun 
must  check  the  area  for  any  posted  signs  restricting  park- 
ing.  If  such  a  sign  is  posted  the  operator  will  not  park 
his  or  her  vehicle  in  that  area. 

*  C.    EXCEPTIONS:   Exceptions  to  the  parking  requirements 
listed  in  Sections  A  and  B  are  in  the  event  of  an  emergency 
or  breakdown.   If  an  operator  leaves  a  vehicle  in  a  break- 
down area,  the  vehicle  must  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible. 

*  D.    PENALTIES:   Any  vehicle  found  to  be  in  violation  of 
Gilsum  Town  Ordinance  Section  II,  A  or  B  shall  be  subject  to 
a  parking  fine  in  the  amount  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00).   Any 
vehicle  found  to  be  an  obstruction  or  hazard  to  traffic  will 
receive  the  parking  fine  listed  above  and  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Law  Enforcement  Officer,  may  be  removed  at  the 
owner's  expense.   Failure  to  honor  a  parking  violation 
ticket  may  subject  that  person  to  Court  action. 

Article  19  was  read  by  the  moderator  and  moved  to  the  floor 
by  Jan  Fiderio  and  seconded  by  James  Young.   There  was  much 
discussion  about  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance  to  the  towns- 
people and  is  it  necessary  to  be  so  defined.   Barbara  Brice 
proposed  to  amend  the  article  by  deleting  the  last  line  in 
11°.  A.   The  amendment  was  seconded  and  voted  upon  by  a  show 
of  hands  and  DENIED. 

*  Michelle  Jones  proposed  to  amend  Article  19  by  deleting 
II. A.,  B. ,  C. ,  and  part  of  D.   The  article  should  read: 
"Any  vehicle  found  to  be  an  obstruction  or  hazard  to  traffic 
will  receive  a  parking  fine  in  the  amount  of  ten  dollars 
($10.00)  and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Law  Enforcement 
Officer,  may  be  removed  at  the  owner's  expense.   Failure  to 
honor  a  parking  violation  ticket  may  subject  that  person  to 
Court  action. " 

The  amendment  was  approved  by  a  count  of  hands  with  26  in 
favor  and  19  opposed. 

Article  19  was  voted  on,  as  amended,  and  voted  on  by  a  show 
of  hands.  The  article  passed  by  a  count  of  23  in  favor  and 
16  opposed. 

ARTICLE  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  RSA  72:43-f  for  the  adjusted  elderly  exemptions  from  property 
tax.   These  statutes  provide  for  the  following  exemptions,  based 
on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years 
of  age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up 
to  80  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older, 
$20,000.   To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire 
resident  for  at  least  five  (5)  years;  own  the  real  estate  indivi- 
dually or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse, 
they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five  (5)  years.   In 
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addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  o£  less  than 

$10,000,  or  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than 
$12,000,  and  own  net  assets  of  $30,000  or  less,  excluding  the 
value  of  the  person's  residence.   (By  Petition) 

Article  20  was  read  by  the  moderator  and  moved  to  the  floor 
by  Mr.  Hughes  and  seconded  by  William  Whyte.   Article  20  was 
voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved. 

ARTICLE  21.   To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to 
raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  expenses;  and  to  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto.

SHALL  WE  ADOPT  the  provisions  of  RSA  72  43-f  for  the  adjusted 
elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax.   These  statutes  provide  for 
the  following  exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified 
taxpayers:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000; 
for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $15,000;  for  a 
person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $20,000.   To  qualify,  the  person 
must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five  (5) 
years;  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the 
real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married 
for  at  least  five  (5)  years.   In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have 
a  net  income  of  less  than  $10,000,  or  if  married,  a  combined  net 
income  of  less  than  $12,000,  and  own  net  assets  of  $30,000  or 
less,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence.

The  circulation  figure  for  1991  reached  4,048.  Of  this  total, 
1,961  were  children's  books,  1450  were  adult  books,  509  were 
magazines,  and  128  were  young  adult  books. 

The  library  continues  to  rent  books  monthly  from  the  McNaughton 
Book  Service,  allowing  us  to  receive  current  and  best-seller 
books  The  library  also  subscribes  to  twenty-five  magazines, 
covering  the  subjects  of  crafts,  quilting,  gardening,  health, 
sports,  wildlife,  country  living,  news  and  current  events. 

We  are  continuing  to  increase  and  upgrade  our  children's  picture 
book  section.  Approximately  seventy- five  books  were  added  to  the 
children's  shelves  this  year. 

The  weekly  story  hour  for  pro-school  children  is  held  on  Wednes- 
days at  10  00  a.m.  with  Judy  Malott. 

The  library  is  also  available  for  community  meetings  which  should 
be  scheduled  with  the  librarian  in  order  to  avoid  conflicts. 

Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services  provide  the  area  resi- 
dents with  blood  pressure  and  flu  vaccine  clinics  four  times  per 
year.  This  year,  visits  will  be  held  February  5,  May  6,  Septem- 
ber 2,  and  November  4  from  2:00  to  3:00  p.m.  at  the  library. 

Twenty-four  children  took  part  in  our  summer  reading  program 
entitled  "Some  Enchanted  Reading".  A  total  of  129  books  were 
read  by  these  children. 

In  July,  the  library  and  Recreation  Committee  sponsored  the 
"Little  Red  Wagon",  a  puppeteer  group  from  UNH.  Children, 
parents,  and  grandparents  alike  enjoyed  the  performance. 

Much  appreciation  is  again  due  to  Lois  Hastings,  Ruth  Maine,  and 

Judy  Malott  for  their  volunteer  services  at  the  library.   Many 

thanks  also  go  to  all  who  contributed  books  to  the  library  in  the 

•past  year. 

Gilsum  village  history  maps,  mine  maps,  Gilsum  postcards,  Gilsum 
cookbooks,  and  mine  and  mineral  books  continue  to  be  offered  for 
purchase  at  the  Library.   Photocopying  service  is  also  available.
